ALLIED AERIAL 
SERVICES ARE 
DOING GOOD WORK 


British Report. 

LONDON, Sept. 15.—The_ British 
official report issued tonight  speak- 
ing of the air service says: 

“Our air service today maintained 
® constant successful co-operation 
with our artillery and infantry. Fre- 
quent accurate reports have been fur- 
ished of the course of the battle. 
Hostile artillery and infantry have 
been effectually guaged by our aero- 


planes with machine gun fire. Many 
bombing attacks were carried out 
ugainst hostile @aerodromes and rail 


wuy stations, in the course of which 
troops trains were hit and transport 
ond railway sidings were attacked with 
machine gun fire. Another German 
kite balloon was brought down, The 
total number of hostile aeroplanes de- 
stroyed today was thirteen, Nine 
others were driven down in a damaged 
condition, Four of our machines ure 
inissing.”’ 
French Report, 

PARIS, Sept. 15.—Feferring to the 
work of the French aerial corps, the 
ufficlal report this evening says: 

“Our aviators on the Somme front 
distinguished themselves, particularly 


in numerous combats above the en- 
emy's lines. Lieut. Guynemer felled 
Vis sixteenth, Lieut. Nungesser his 
twelfth, Lieut. Heurtaux his sixth, and 
Lieut. Derotheforth his sixth aircraft, 
while in a recent fight it is confirmed 
that Lieut. Duellin won his sixth vic- 
tory. Two other German machines 
were attacked at close range and com- 
pelled to descend, seriously damayed. 
On the Verdun front one enemy ma- 
chine was felled north of Douaumont. 
Jn the Vosges our anti-aircraft broggit 
cne Fokker down near Luses. 

“Our bombing squadrons also were 
very active Thursday night. A group 
of ten machines dropped 77 bombs 
and 128 incendiary bombs on _ the 
station and railway at Tergnier and 

Chatenay, and on the station and 
barracks at Guiscard. Numerous hits 
were made. A huge fire was observed 
at Tergnier and the commencement of 
a blaze at Guiseard. Another squa- 
dron dropped forty shells on the t 
racks at Stenay, where several fires 
were observed, and forty bombs on 
Rombach, On the our pilots pushed 
as far as Dillingen, in the valley of the 
Saar, and dropped eight bombs on a

LONDON, Sept. 16.—The references 
in the official communication issued 
by the war office yesterday to u new 
type of armored car is the first official 
mention’ of a development which has 
been much whispered about recently 
in army circles. Those who have seen 
the new vehicles refer to them as 
“tanks,” while the soldiers who have 
been handling them have given them 
the nickname of “willies,” 

The object which the designers 
sought to obtain was to render ua 
heayily armored motor car capable of 
being operate. in the shell-torn and 
roedless wilderness of trenches, where 
it is evident a vehicle mounted on or- 
dinary wheels could not be used. 

Although no details of the car's 
construction haye been published, the 
Times says: “Our inventors have not

CANADIANS 
ADVANCED 
NEARLY MILE 


First Description of Part They 
Are Taking in Big Somme 
Offensive 


4, (By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Sept. 15. (Canadian As- 
sociated Press).—According to_ in- 
formation which reached here tonight, 
there was nothing for the Canadian 
infantry to do but walk forward to the 
positions facing them, which had been 
strongly fortified, both above and 
underground, and in which, it war cer- 
tain, even when the artillery had ceas- 
ed fire, many of the enemy were still 
living and waiting with much guns 
to give their Canadian assailants a 
Nerce reception. 

The infantry went forward steadily. 
Included among the attacking batta- 
lions were certain units which had suf- 
fered severely in previous heavy en- 
counters. They advanced steadily and 
maintained their driving force even 
when their casualties began to look 
large. 

Germans were found to be hiding 
with machine guns in pretty well in- 
destructible emplacements. Gradu- 
ally these snipers were killed off or 
taken prisoners. There were prison- 
ers taken, indeed, by the score, many 
of them surrendering in batches, 
while the trenches captured were filled 
with German dead. The Canadians 
secured roughly an aavance of fifteen 
hundred yards, and maintained their 
gain, and captured a large quantity of 
enemy stores, besides a number of 
machine guns. 


The foregoing cabled despatch pro- 
bably means that the Canadian forces 
recently reported transferred from 
the Ypres sector to the Somme have 
taken part with the British in the 
latest sucessful drive. No information 
of the Canadians haying taken the of- 
fensive on their front in the vicinity 
of the Ypres salient has come from 
either the british war office or from 
the militia department at Ottawa, nor 
does the British official communica- 
tion of tonight mention activity in that 
sector. Despatehes published a few 
days ago, which were, however, un- 
confirmed, stated that a part of the 
Canadian forces had been transferred 
to the Somme front to take a hand 
in the allied offensive.

Whatever may be the final result 
when the ballot boxes from the 
military camps are opened, there 
is no doubt or question as to what 
the people who were on _ the 
ground and in the best position to 
judge of the merits of the several 
candidates and their policies think 
of Premier Bowser and his admin- 
istration, An aroused publie 
opinion is a substantial gain in 
a self-governing community. 
There is no argument on the point 
that the case against the Bowser 
Government as presented by 
Messrs, Brewster and Macdonald 
and their supporters either arous- 
ed publie opinion or gave that 
opinion an opportunity for de- 
finite expression. 

While it is quite possible that 
the majority of nearly six to one 
elected yesterday may be reversed 
by manipulation of the soldiers’ 
vote by Premier Bowser’s agents, 
under legislation passed by him 
for the express purpose of per- 
mitting such manipulatien, the 
fact remains that he and his ad- 
ministration are discredited and 
their retirement from responsible 
office can only be deferred. The 
longer ¢ discredited Government 
hangs on to office the more com- 
pletely it is eliminated in the end.

the province. MeBride and 


Bowser had traded under the 
name and style of the Conserva-

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BIG HERD OF BUFFALO WAINWRIGHT 


PARK IS ONE OF THE FINE SIGHTS 
“OF DISTRICT ADJOINING EDMONTON 


Original Herd Numbered 664, But 


/ 
Has Increased in Seven Years to 


Over 2,300, There Being an Increase Last Year of 400—Moose, 
Elk and Deer Also Located in Widespread Park,

How many persons livite in Alberta 
realize that the largest living herd of 
buffalo in the world is peacefully liv- 
ing less than one hundred miles from 
the city of Edmonton, that they are 
increasing rapidly every year, and 
that at the present rate of increase it 
will be only a short time euntil the 
disposition of them will become a real 
problem to the authorities? But this 
is nevertheless the case. It is possible 
for a man to leave Edmonton in the 
morning and by one o'clock be riding 
upon horsebaclyin the midst of a herd 
of buffalo, who, if they do not get a 
sudden notion in’ their monstrous 
heads to stampede, will quietly look on 


in wild eyed amazement, wondering 
who this strange thing upon horseback 
is and what, he wants. Then, as 


though through a sudden awakening 
of their ancestral instincts, they will 
bolt, until the speediest thoroughbred 
race horse is unable to keep up with 
them as they hump-bump along over 
the crooked trails made perhaps fifty 
or a hundred years ago by their an- 
cestors, and which, when just about 
to disappear, were suddenly brought 
back into use when the Department of 
the Interior of the Dominion govern- 
ment decided to establish the Wain- 
wright Buffalo Park, adjoining the 
town of Wainwright, om the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway, s 

It was in June, 1909, that the first 
buffalo were brought to Wainwright. 
A total of 664 formed the nucleus of 
the herd; there are now over 2300 
buffalo in the park, as near as can be 
determined. This year there was a 
natural increase of 400—almost as 
many buffalo as were in the first herd. 
The first year 81 buffalo died—this 
last year, with four times as many ani- 
mals, the casualties amounted to less 
than fifty, and, of . these, a number 
were killed at Christmas time for eat- 
ing purposes. 

A Magnificent Park 

The park itself is something of 
which the people of Canada, and es- 
pecially of Alberta, may well be proud. 
It is also something of which the peo- 
ple of the United States may well be 
envious, for it is the largest buffalo 
park in the world, with the largest 
herd of buffalo in the world. The ma- 
jority of the animals which formed 


| the nucleus of the herd were brought 
from the United States—some from 
the Pablo range in Montana, and 
others from the Conrad herd in the 


Ivalisper valley. These, together with 
frome captured in northern Alberta, 
formed the nucleus of the herd, which 
ut present is multiplying so rapidly.

beaten trails, travelling by horse and 
buggy is not at all satisfactory, al- 
though it might be more comfortable 
for a city tenderfoot who has not been 
astride a horse for several years. 

Reaching the superintendent's house 
at the entrance of the park, we Were 
ushered into a picturesque office in 
which a big fire was crackling in the 
fireplace at one end of the room, the 
warmth feeling decidedly comfortable 
after the rather frosty air of the early 
morning. . 

Mr. Smith, after a few preliminary 
words, led the way to the other side 
of the room, where a big map of the 
park was hanging upon the wall, At 
the top of the map was the statement, 
“Area 160.4 square miles,”’ [It was to 
be seen, therefore, that those respon- 
sible for the establishment of the big 
park had a vision. Perhaps they did 
not realize that the establishment of 
the park would save the Bison Amer- 
icanus from extinction, and, surely, 
they never thought that within less 
than ten years the question would 
arise of disposing of some of the 
rapidly-increasing herd. 

The park itself is surrounded by an 
eight-foot wire fence, and is protected 
by a double fireguard, each fireguard 
plowed and double disced—one fire- 
guard on the outside and the other on 
the inside of the fence. 

“This part down here,” said Mr. 
Smith, “is where we keep a couple of 
small herds of buffalo, the herd of 
moose, the herd of 67 elk, and a num- 
ber of jumping deer. The small park 
contains only 16 square miles, and is 
for the benefit of the tourists. You 
can ride out there any day and see 
the buffalo, the elk, the moose, and 
the deer, and get something of an idea 
what we are doing. 

Herds on the Range 

“Practically all the rest of the park 
is used by the big herds as a range. 
They live there practically in the wild 
state all summer and until after freeze 
up, when we have a big round-up, At 
the round-up we gather in the two 
thousand odd buffalo who have been 
rustling on the range all summer, and 
bring them over to the winter quar- 
ters, which is located over here,” he 
said, as he pointed at another corner 
of the map. 

“In the winter we feed them upon 
the hay which we put up in the sum- 
mer time. Some of them escape, of 
course, and never are’ brought into 
winter quarters, but they get lots to 
eat upon the range. But the herd is 
so big now that they would starve to 


death In the enclosure if left to rustle 


for themselves, 

“Over there is the farm,’ continued 
Mr. Smith. ‘Last year we threshed 
over 30,000 bushels of grains and put 
up 1500 tons of hay. The hay was 
for the buffalo, and the grain is used 
by the government at other parks, This 
year we have 500 acres in crop, and 
fortunately we have had neither frost 
or hail and it will all be cut by the end 
of this week. 

“In addition to the  fireguards 
around the park there are two cross- 
guards, and we have riders stationed

Over Twelve Hundred Entries in 


Live Stock Exhibits With Regis- 


tered Animals Prominent in All Classes—Farm Produce 
Showing Disproves Stories of Severe Frost Damage 
in District—Excellent Program of Racing and 
Sports Held 


Special to the Bulletin, 

Lloydminster, Sept. 14.—At this in- 
terprovincial town of western Canada, 
situated astride the 4th meridian, 
there closed last evening the second 


day of the tenth Alberta exhibition of | 


the district, an exhibition well up to 
the high standard of former years and 
attended by over 1800 persons during 
the final afternoon. 

A beautiful, sunshiny day with cool 
breezes prevailed and farmers and 
town residents turned out en masse. 
Loyalty to the exhibition on the part 


of the business institutions of the 
town resulted in the closing of the 
doors of trade on both sides of the 


border in the afternoon, 

Entries in every class on the fine, 
large grounds, exceeded in many ways 
those of previous years, this being 
especially true of horses, cattle and 
sheep and in agricultural exhibits. 
Like last year's exhibition this fully es- 
tablished the fact that the local dis- 
trict is equal to the best in the way of 


live stock’ and that the circuit exhibi- , 


tor must be content here with a 
smaller number of prizes than he ob- 
tains at the average fair. Local stock 
and products by superiority in num- 
bers and average quality carried off 
the great bulk of the awards, The 
largest live stock showing in the his- 
tory of this community testified be- 
yond all doubt to Lloydminster’s pre- 
eminence as a mixed farming centre. 

On Tuesday, the first day of the ex- 
hibition, the attendance, though good, 
did not exceed 800. Wednesday this 
figures more than doubled, people from 
every station on the C.N.R. for 100

crowds which were attracted by a good 
| program and an excellent card of horse 
racing and other sports. These prov- 
ed to be fully up to expectations, in- 
cluding hurdle jumping, relay races, 
| pony races, ete., as Many as 30 mount- 
ed competitors taking part in some of 
the exciting events. So close was 
competition at times that several ex- 
tra heats had to be run to determine 
the winners. 

Domestic, vegetable, ladies’ and 
children’s exhibits were held in the 
roomy exhibtion hall of the Lloydmin- 
ster Agricultural society, covering a 


range of hundreds of entries the qual- 
ity of which has not been excelled in 
the province. 

The artistic colors of the 151st Bat- 
talion, kindly loaned by W. J. Blair, 
Provost, who presented the same to 
the popular central Alberta unit, orna- 
mented the hall and were admired by 
hundreds of fair visitors, among whom 
were many members of Lloydminster’s 
honor roll of 700 men. 

The immediate building of the 200,- 
000 bushel elevator of the Richardson 
Elevator Co., permission for which 
was given by the Lloydminster council 
last week, makes the fifth large eleva-: 
tor for this town and district, the Re- 
liance ain Co., Ltd., British America 
Co., Sask. Co-operative Farmers, and 
Canadian Elevator Co., Ltd., being the 
the other four of over 50,000 capacity 
each, These facts are conclusive en- 
ough to show Lloydminster’s place in 
western Canada grain circles, but the 
175 emergency granaries hurriedly 
erected last fall to house the surplus 
grain is locally most convincing. 

The exhibits were far in excess of 
any previous year's, over 1200 entries 
in live stock being exhibited. The ex- 
hibits in grain, vegetable and domestic 
classes were aiso well patronized, and 
when one could see on exhibition such 
things as cucumbers, tomatoes, ripe 
and fully matured, it is a sure sign 
that this district has not been visited 
with the severe frosts that were re- 
ported some short time ago, 


The poultry exhibit was the best 
shown in any previous fair. J. H. 
Warrington, of Cornwall, was here 
with a very large exhibit, while the lo- 
cal men, including W. H. G, Willis 
with Wyandottes, were also large ex- 
hibitors. The judges were Messrs. 


Galbraith and Chadwick in the horses, 
Messrs. MacIntyre and McCaig in the 
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cattle, sheep and swine. The judging 
started at noon the first day and these 
men had to work hard to get it 
through by the second afternoon. 

The afternoon of the second day 
was taken up with an attractive dis- 
play of individual stock exhibits and 
farmers’ events, such as hurdle JjJump- 
ing, hitching competition, drawing 

competition, and other events. 

The exhibit in cattle was far ahead 
of any previous fair, among them be- 
ing the well known herds of C. EB.

One of the most attractive exhibits 
at the fair was the competition for the 
best exhibit by an individual exhibitor.

3evington with his herd of Holsteins 
captured the first place, Harper and 
Sons second with their Jerseys, W.

condition of all field crops at the end 
of August. 

Correspondents report that grain 
crops in Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
which were highly promising at the 
end of July, have been so seriously af- 
fected by rust and hot winds during 
August, that large areas sown will 
either fail to produce at all, or have 
been cut green, whilst the yield of 
grain from producing areas will be 
very low both in quantity and grade. 
Whilst the whole of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan is badly affected by 
rust, the conditions are distinctly 
worse in the southern than they are 
in the northern parts of the provinces, 
In Alberta, rust though present to a 
certain extent, has not proved destruc- 
tive and the grain crops continue 
promising. Frosts, however, of Aug- 
ust 11 and again late en the month did 
considerable damage. In Ontario and 
Quebee grain yields have been greatly 
reduced by drought in August; but in 
the maritime provinces and in British 
Columbia the condition of the grain 
crops has continued to be quite favor- 
able, 

It is estimated from the reports of 
correspondents that of the areas sown 
about 13.7 per cent. of spring wheat, 8 
per cent. of oats, five per cent, of bar- 
ley and 1.8 per cent. of flax will fail 
to produce any crop of grain. Of the 
areas sown, however, 3 per cent. of 
wheat, 5 per cent. of oats, and a small 
area of barley have been cut for 
green feed or turned into hay. ‘These 
percentages represent deductions ftom 
the areas sown of 1,432,300 acres of 
spring wheat, 849,000 acres of oats 
and 69,100 acres of barley. It is con- 
sequently estimated that the total 
yield of wheat this year will be 168,- 
$11,0000 bushels from a harvested 
area of 10,085,300 acres, as compared 
with 876,308,600 bushels trom’ 12,- 
986,400 acres last year and 161,280,- 
000 bushels from 10,293,900 acres in 
1914. The average yield per acre is 
16 3-4 bushels as compared with 29 
bushels last year and 15.67 bushels in 
1914, 


Oat Crop Falls Short. 
The estimate for oats is a total yield 


of 341,602,000 bushels from 9,795,000 
acres, as against 620,103,000 bushels 


from 11,365,000 acres in 1915 and 313,- 
078,000 bushels from 10,061,500 acres 
in 1914, the average per acre being 
34.88 bushels in 1916, 45.76 bushels in 
1915 and 31,12 bushels in 1914, For 
rye, the estimate is 1,990,800 bushels 
from 101,420 acres, as compared with 
2,394,100 bushels from 112,300 acres 
in 1915 and 2,016,800 bushels from 
111,280 acres in 1914, the yields per 
acre being 19.63 bushels in 1916, 21,32 
bushels in 1916 and 18,12 bushels in 
1914, Barley yields 34,348,000 bush- 
els from 1,326,800 acres, as against 
63,331,300 bushels from 1,509 
ac s in 1915, and 86,201,000 bushels 
from 1,495,600 acres in 1914, the 
per acre being 25.89 bushels; 33 
bushels in 1915 and 24,21 bushels in 


1914, The flaxseed estimate is for 
8,625,300 bushels from 710,000 acres, 


an average of 12.15 bushels per acre.

clover, 103. All other crops ranged 
between 75 and 78. In Manitoba the 
condition of spring wheat was marked 
down to 37 per cent., as against 85 per 
cent.,, and in Saskatchewan to 61 per 
cent, as against ¥4 per cent. at the 
end of July. The percentage of 37 
for Manitoba on August 31 is the low- 
est on record since the present crop- 
reporting system began in 1908, 


LABOR UNIONS IN 
NEW YORK SOLID 
FOR BIG STRIKE 


Sympathetic Walk-Out Would 
Effect 70,000 Trade Unionists 
in the City 


New York, Sept. 15—Aithough 
union leaders have virtually abandon- 
ed hope that Mayor Mitehell and the 
public service commission may bring 
about an amicable settlement of the 
differences between the striking street 
railway men and their employees, the 
belief was strong in official circles 
today that some action would be tak- 
en within the next tweney-four hours 
to avert the threatened sympathetic 
strike of 70,000 trade unionists, 

The Central Federated Union of 
Manhattan will hold a special meet- 
nie to consider the advisability of 
joining in a strike that “will astound 
New York.” The Brooklyn Central 
labor union, comprising 95 local 
unions, hag already voted in favor of 
such a strike, 

During the night violence broke out 
anew. From midnight until early to- 
day Sixth and Ninth avenue elevated 
trains were bombarded with bricks, 
stones and other missiles. One guard 
was injured, 

Service on the subway and elevated 
lines continues normal but the sur- 
face lines are still crippled. 

The executive committee of the 
socialist party of this city announced 
today that as a result of the strike 
the party would institute a campaign 
for the municipal ownership of all 
transit lines in the greater city.
